For exempting the Occupiers of certain Cabins 
and Cottages, in Ireland, from the Payment of 
Tithes upon Potatoes, in respect of certain 
Portions of Land in their occupation.

E 55 Qfc fo 0 & the Tithe of Potatoes in Ireland, growing in small 
quantities for the consumption of Persons resident in Cabins or 
Cottages, is found to be collected with great difficulty, and to be 
of inconsiderable profit to the Parson, Vicar or Impropriator 
entitled to receive the same ; while in many instances, from the same being let 
to farm, the Persons who are liable to the payment of such Tithes in kind 
are exposed to grievous oppressions :

And whereas it would tend to the more easy collection of Tithes in 
general, if the Persons resident in such Cabins and Cottages were exempted 
from the payment of'Tithes, in respect of such quantity of Potatoes grown 
on such portions of Land adjoining to or held with such Cabins and Cottages 
as is usually supposed to be sufficient for the consumption of the Persons 
resident tlierein :

And be it further Enacted, That every Occupier and Resident in any 
such Cabin or Cottage, shall, during such time as he shall bond jide inhabit 
and reside therein, and shall not farm nor hold in his hands more than such 
piece of Land, not exceeding in the whole so annexed to or let 

with such Cabin or Cottage, be exempted from the payment of Tithe iu 
respect of such Potatoes as shall be grown on the said piece of Land.

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be 
lawful to and for any Parson, Vicar or Impropriator, or his or their Lessee 2 
or Lessees, to summon any Person or Persons claiming to be exempted from 
the payment of Tithes of Potatoes within his or their Parish, by virtue of 
this Act, before any two J ustices of the Peace for the County in which the 
Cabin or Cottage, in respect of which such Exemption is claimed, is situated, 
and such Justices are hereby authorized to hear, examine, and determine 
the same; and in case it shall appear to such Justices that such Claim to 
Exemption is ill founded, such Justices shall and may, by writing under 
their hands, certify to the said Parson, Vicar or Impropriator, or his or 
their Lessee or Lessees, that they have disallowed such Claim, and there- 
upon such Persons shall be liable to the payment of Tithes in respect of 
the Land so claimed to be exempted ; anything in this Act contained to the 
contrary thereof in anywise notwithstanding. 



Party aggrieved may 
appeal to General 
Quarter Sessions 5 
which is empowered 
to award Costs.

Provided also, That if any Person or Persons shall think himself herself 
or themselves aggrieved by such Determination of such Justices, he she or 
they may appeal to the next General Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be 
holden for the County, Barony or Place where such Determination shall be 
made, which said next General Quarter Sessions is hereby empowered to 
hear and finally determine the same, and to give and aw'ard such Costs to 
any of the respective Persons, Appellant or Respondent, as the said Sessions 
shall judge reasonable, not exceeding and in case of 

refusal or non-payment of such Costs, any one or more Justices shall and 
may issue his or their Warrant to levy the same by Distress and Sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of the Person or Persons so refusing or neglecting to pay, 
rendering the Surplus to the Owner or Owners after the payment of the 
Charges of such Distress and Sale. 



Provided also. That this Act or anything herein contained, shall not 
extend to charge, or in any way to affect, any Lands discharged by any 
Act not to affect Modus Decimandi or ancient Composition, or otherwise discharged of
